Discussing the matter the Milwaukee News of last night says: 
“ From a business standpoint, it would be poor policy for the legis­ 
lature to withhold an appropriation to have the state officially represented 


at the 
exposition. It 
is the first exposition to be held on the Pacific 
coast 
a section of country 
in which Wisconsin manufacturers dispose 
of a very considerable part of the prducts of their factories 
and 
mills. 
Though failure of the state to be represented at the exposition might not 
greatly injure this trade, it would be in bad grace for the state of W is­ 
consin, after being represented at various other expositions, to refuse rec­ 
ognition. to the first undertaking of this kind to be held in the Far West. 
“ It may be pleaded and with a great deal of force that the holding of 
expositions in the United States is being overdone and that it is time to 
cai! a bait The occasion, however, for calling a halt is not present in the 
Portland exposition. It is distinctly a Western fair, and the interests of 
Wisconsin are too closely bound up in the affairs of the West, to justify 
it in ignoring the Far W est's first e position. Aside from the material in­ 
terests involved, as a 
matter of sentiment the state of Wisconsin should 
join in the exposition 
to commemorate the expediton of Lewis and Clark, 
which revealed to the American people the greatness, the wealth and the 
value to the United States of the Roc ky mountains and the Pacific slope 
“ The appropriation was defeated by a narrow margin. There is rea­ 
son to believe that many of the assemblymen that voted against the meas­ 
ure were moved by the feeling that the exposition business is being over­ 
done and that a check should be placed upon the voting of public money 


for such affairs, without having considered Wisconsin’s relations with the 
Pacific coast or taking account of the expedition which it is designed to 
commemorate. Should the measure be revived, there is little doubt that 
the assembly would reverse its attitude and vote the appropriation. 
“In view of the interests involved and the ill grace of Wisconsin not be­ 
ing represented at Portland, it is desirable that the measure should be 
revived and the appropriation voted. A mistake has been made. There is 
no occasion for censure or crimination. The thing to do is to rectify the 
mistake and have Wisconsin represented at the exposition.”
